'This link has been agitated far 
some months. In fact, ever since the 
announcement by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment that the Cardston-Lethbrldge 
road would be gravelled, the question 
has been to the fore. Several confere 
nces were held with the Highways 
Minister of the Government last year 
and It was the general impression 
that this link would be constructed in 
connection with the rest of the road, 
on the 50-50 basis, with the Governm¬ 
ent having the work done, and charg¬ 
ing it to the Municipality. 

Recently however, it was found 
that this was not possible, and that 
If the road was to be built the Munlcip 
ality would have to take the initiative 
The Board of Trade Road Committee 
and several members of the Board met 
with the Council Tuesday afternoon 
to try and urge on them the necessity 
if immediate action. The Council 
were converted however to the need 
•or work to be started at once, and 
after some discussion, the unanimous 
decision was to start at once, probab 
ly the first part of next week.

Another point which is frequently 
overlooked is that no two persons are 
exactly alike, whence it follows that 
io two cases of disease are Just the 
same and r.o two individuals react in 
the same way t 0 drugs and other tre¬ 
atment. In other words, each case 
must be treated individually, and the 
treatment recommended is based, 
first of all, on the diagnosis, and is 
then continued or altered depending 
upon the response of that particular 
Individual to the treatmet used. 

There are may who will concede 
this, but who think that they are 
quite capable of looking after minor 
illnesses. We would point out to them 
that the proper early treatment of 
what appears to be nothing serious is 
the best way, and often the only way, 
to prevent the development of a ser¬ 
ous. if n 0 t fatal condition. 

Drugs have their place, but they 
hould be used only when prescribed 
'■>y someone who understands the 
irues and the condition for which

who drives a car or even rides in a 
motor car. and this includes eveiyone 
who travels. It will remove a great 
deni of worry and m ke travel com¬ 
fortable and safe always. 

Of course there ar»‘ many who do 
not reed tc go when t; is rainl.ng 
and most people could stay horns 
when it even looked stormy. But 
there are those who must go, rrgard 
less of the weather or roads, end too 
often most of us get caught away 
from homo in a storm and we have 
anything but a pleasant time in gett¬ 
ing back, and wonder If there ii any 
bottom to th o piece of road jrst in 
front of us. 

The experience of L*r. Leech Com¬ 
ing home from Taber the other even¬ 
ing was only one of many, and wh'le 
amusing in some aspects, these hap¬ 
penings are far from a Joke. Leaving 
for Taber on rice dry roads, they ha ’ 
a fine trip and an enjoy ble vis’t 
The return journev was fine until 
leaving the gravel at Wilson, and 
then the story changed. The re in o^ 
Monday had made this stretch of 
road slippery, and Tuesday afternoor 
and evening great deal more ra s n f‘il 
there than here, and when trying to 
come heme the Doctor found th‘s to 
he a vereitable sea of mud. There 
was ro turning back, and o i he 
came, or rather tried to. The mud 
balled up on the wheels until there 
were no spok°s visible and the fen¬ 
ders wore so close the wheels would 
not turn: the rain come down unceas¬ 
ingly, and finally the gas gave out. 
two miles north of the correction 
line, and 5 or 6 miles from home. For 
tunatelv a car happened along just 
about this time, and ab mdonirg the ' 
car the party came on in with Arlo 
Palmer.

Under Briti.^h ru'e the industry

'crest not only provided the material 
'or the ships themselves, but also the 
'atgoes of limber that made shlp- 
hul'ding profitable. The building of 
wooden tfhips reached is maximum 
development about 1865.

Quebec alone had 25 shipyards and 
eight floating docks giving emp’oy- 
r.ent to 5.000 workers. 

With the advent of iron and steel 
hu ls and the use of steam, the build 
of wooden ships declined until o* 
oresent it is confined to the construe 
tion of small coasting vessels, bank 
schooners, river and lake craft, ar.d 
p’casure boats. The Royal William, 
thi first ship to cross the Atlantic 
propelled by steam alone was built 
of wood in a Canadian shipyard at
